house prepares to adjourn 


Berate Refute* to Agree to Adjourn- 
pent Resolution, and Will Continue 
lo Work on Billa—Reorganization 
Measure Meet* Opposition In Upper 
Branch of Assembly—Fight Is on 
Binergency Clause. 


C o lu m b u s, March 26.—Advocates of 
the retention of the uniform rule of 


tax atio n in the constitution hsve won 
a victory over those who would abro­ 
gate the uniform 
rule before* the 
house taxation committee. This com­ 
mittee has revised the resolution pro- 
5 -H,i by the citizens’ taxation com­ 
mittee appointed by Governor Davis 
and has recommended for adoption 
the submission of a constitutional 
amendment, which provides that all 
property shall be taxed according to 
the uniform rule. 
Those who sought to abrogate the 
uniform rule are said to have come 
to t h e conclusion that it would be 


(utile to attem pt to secure the adop­ 
tion in the house of any proposal 
abolishing the uniform rule. 
Their 
la te st proposal, which is expected to 
be voted on in the house next Tues­ 
day, is as follows: 
Section 2. 
Laws shall be passed 
taxing by uniform rule all moneys, 
credits, investments in bonds, stocks, 
joint stock companies, or otherwise, 
and also all real and personal prop­ 
erty, according to its true value in 
money, but any property the income 
derived from which is taxed under a 
general income tax law of this state 
may bo wholly or partially exempted 
from taxation under the uniform rule. 
‘Burying 
grounds, public 
school 
houses, houses used exclusively for 
public worship, institutions used ex­ 
clusively for charitable purposes, pub­ 
lic property used exclusively for any 
public purposes and household goods 
to an amount not exceeding in value 
(goo for each Individual, may also, 
bv general laws, be exempted from 
taxation. 
‘ The aggregate rate of taxation on 
property, including any state rates, 
*hali not exceed 12 mills outside of 
municipal corporations, nor lo mills 
within any innidkpal corporation, but 
■ 
laws may be passed authorising addi­ 
tional rates to be levied in any tax 
ing district for specific purposes and 
periods upon the approval of a ma 
jority of t£ose voting at a regular 
November election in such district. 
No state tax in excess of I mill shall 
be levied on property. 
The general assembly may provide 
for county lizards of apportionment 
to secure the equiatable distribution 
of the tax moneys between the taxing 
subdivisions, which 
board may be 
elec ted or composed of persons hold 
ing any designated county, municipal 
or school board offices within the 
county.” 
The proposed change in the consti­ 
tution, which would be submitted to 
the voters in November, 1921, con­ 
templates the enactment of an income 
tax law and would authorize the ex­ 
emption of property from taxation 
when the income from such property 
is taxed under an income tax law. and 
tmpoces limitations on taxes which 
may be levied without a vote of the 
people. 
If approved by the electors, the 
amendment shall take effect on the 
first day of January, 1922, but the 
limits Mens on tax rates therein shall 
rot apply to interest and sinking fund 
levies on bonds theretofore Issued. 
Under laws authorizing at the time 
of issuant* such levies to ’be made 
outside of a statutory limitation of 
la mills, nor to levies authorized to 
he made outside of such statutory 
limitation to the extent that such 
levies may have bean lawfully an 
tic {pated by bonds theretofore issued 
a1 the time# when 
the -anticipated 
levies authorized by a vote of the 
electors of a taxing district taken 
prior to Jan. I, 1922, to be made out 
a ide bf such limitation; nor to an y 
levies authorized by any amendment 
of the constitution adopted prior to 
bsTH dale to be made outside of such 
limitations. 
“All bond* outstanding on the first 
day of January. 1913, of the state of 
Ohio, or of any city, village, hamlet 
county or township in this state, or 
which have been issued en behalf of 
the public schools In Ohio. and by 
means of instruction in connection 
therewith, shall be exempt from tax 
ation.” 


First opposition in the Republican 
ranks of the general assembly to the. 
reorganization scheme advocated by 
the governor developed in the senate 
this week when Senator J. F. Burke, 
Republican of Elyria, took issue with 
the governor on the question as to 
making this an emergency measure 
Senator Burke sent a communication 
to the governor denying that any 
emergency exists, and charging thai 
by passing th# -bill aa an emergency 
It would 
defeat the constitutional 
rights of the voters to review the act 
of the legislature. 
Governor Davit- 
came back at Senator Burke with 
the < h«'vge that the senatorian* lo 
consistent in opposing this embrgeecx 
Jbece 
he bad worked and voted l f 


ami emergency ob tie inner in unis* 
bos enforcement Mil. Senator Burke 
declared that there were other sen­ 
ators who woald Jota him In fighting 
the emergency clause on the reor­ 
ganization bm. 
The senate committee on reorgan­ 
isation is conducting hearings on -the 
bill. 
Public health workers and so­ 
cial workers objected before the' sen­ 
ate aa they did in the house to taking 
the appointment of the state health 
commissioner out of th* hands of a 
bi-partisan public health council and 
placing this power in the hands of the 
governor. 
The reorganization bill is expected 
to come to a vote in the senate some 
time next week. 
• • • 
W ith the adoption of the taxation 
proposal, enactment of a general elec­ 
tion code and other minor measures, 
the house expects to complete Its 
work early next week, and then re­ 
cess until April ll, in order to give 
the senate time to catch up with the 
house. 
House leaders tried In vain to se­ 
cure consent of the senate leaders to 
a final adjournment on April 25, but 
senators say they will not agree to a 
final adjournment until many impor­ 
tant measures are disposed of. 
The senate still has before it the 
governor's administrative 
code 
for 
the reorganization of the state gov­ 
ernment and the 291,000,000 appropri­ 
ation bill, which senators say will 
take several weeks to dispose of. 
• • • 
Twenty-one bills were dumped Into 
the sepate hopper with the close of 
the week's session. 
Many of them 
are regarded by senators as measures 
of great importance. Senator Kumler 
of Preble county presented another 
bill to revise the rural 'school code of 
Ohio. 
His bill, while 
similar 
in 
most respects to the Faris bill and 
other measures bearing on the same 
subject, is declared by members of 
the senate committee on common 
schools to be the one which senate 
leaders have agreed should be adopt­ 
ed. It provides for the direct election 
of members of the county board of 
education by the people. It abolishes 
district superintendents and substi­ 
tutes for them assistant county super­ 
intendents, who shall be selected by 
the county boards on recommenda­ 
tion of the county superintendent ef 
schools. 
s e e 
Representative Boylan of Summit 
county has Introduced In the house 
an automobile code which would pro­ 
vide among other things for a state 
highway police force to patrol the 
highways and enforce traffic laws. It 
would place control of such highway 
police under the secretary of a u te 
as chief of the state vehicle bureau, 
and. give the automobile department 
more assistance in enforcing not only 
the work of licensing automobiles, 
but in controlling traffic on the pub­ 
lic highways. 
Another highway traffic measure In­ 
troduced this week is the bill by Sen­ 
ator McCoy of Youngstown, which 
would require all vehicles to come to 
a complete stop not less than RO feet 
before crossing aBy steam, urban or 
interurban railway tracks.

Loud protests are going up from 
several counties in the state over the 
orders of the state highway commis 
sioner rescinding federal 'aid funds 
which have been allotted to the vari­ 
ous counties for road building pur­ 
poses.

The highway department is plan­ 
ning two complete highways across 
the state. One north and south high­ 
way would extend from Cleveland to 
Cincinnati, and would be known as 
the Cleveland, Columbus and Cincin 
natl "highway. Another road is map­ 
ped out to be completed across the 
state from the east to the west boun- 
diaries and will probably be known as 
Harding highway. 
A bill has been introdnced in the 
house by Gorrell of Carroll county as 
an emergency measure to give the 
highway commissioner power to com­ 
plete these uncompleted stretches of 
roads through any township or vil­ 
lage and determine the division of 
cost of same.
